Hike Klrklmd, Bob Flick, Dick Foley ond John Paine 
were members of the same fraternity at the University of WoAhinston, and, when they decided to 
00 proffessioiul In 1838, it wu from the Ires of a fraternity brother that they derived their name. 

The year they turned professional was a big year for the Brothers Four. Such tunes as "Greenfields, 
Frogg." and "Hie Fox and my Tanl" brought them musical fame and enthusiastic audiences. They 
have been far from idle since then, providing much original material, both lyriee and tunes, for a series 
of albums recorded on Colimibla. 

Their latest 
Album, "The Brothers Four Try To Remember" exemplifies the variety and scope of repertoire possess-

Afier a very successful series of five perfor- 
mances ai I.U Theilrc do I'F^i In I'arls last Novemher. she went back 
again Imnicillaiely after ClirL'inias to fulfil radirt and television 
commitments. Then a bij; Knir nt Quebec last March, and back to 
Europe for various sinuinc in;:ai;emenLs Inciudind a widely acclaimed 
tour dc chJini oi I,a Tele ilr i'.\rl, rne of the Most lar^Iiionable of Paris 
nightclubs. She rpliirn.-rl from 'I tie Oiympia, in Paris (which Is the 
Parisian Mecca of mu^ic'llali s'.ars) Iwo month afio; just in time for 
a triumphant appearance at la I'lace dc Arts In Montreal. 

During ihe summer hlie loured tlie province of Quebec, and Is now 
prcparinK for a weeh of recitals ul i.a Comedle Canadi;.'niic in Novem- 
ber, In the fall, she will probably sing for a month at "Bobino", in 
Paris, wiuh Georiics Urassens.

LETTER FROM THE EDITOR 



A leciat welcome to all the Freshmen! This makes at least the 
fburteenth year that you will spend In school, and ior most of you 
the first that you wilt be financing on your own. Before the year Is 
over, many of you will wonder If it Is really worth the time and 
effort . . . and yt>u have a right to wonder. For most of you, conslously 
or subconsiously, monetary reward Is in >-our reason for seeking a 
B.A. or B.Sc,, for others there Is ji nenuine love of knowledge, and 
for many a combination of the two. 

But there Is a difference between a B.A, and an education: one Ij 
a certificate, the other an achievement, and the later is to be most 
highly desired. Unless ibe knowledge you pick up here is retained 
instead' of spewed out on an^ examination booklet and forgotten, 
unless you get true enjoyment* and satisfaction from conquering a 
difficult subiect instead of looking at it as merely another Usk to be 
done, unless you learn to share information with your comrades in- 
stead of *imply using, or taking advantages of them* you will not 
have a university education. 

Perhaps you do not as yet realize that you don*t have to *know* 
your subject to get a good mark tn a popcr. that U is cosy to plagcarlie 
an essay or copy a lab report, that copying someone elscs notes Is 
a lot easier than showing up for class and making your own^ you are 
sure to find out in the next few weeks, and, unfortunately, you will 
probably be the poorer for It I have only been at Laurentian for two 
years, and it is probably presumptuous of mc to offer advise of this 
nature: I can only hope that someone will learn by my mistakes. 
When I started my university career It was the thought of S10,000 a 
year that provided my incentive — I like to think that this is no 
longer the case, I have crammed an eight month course In four days 
and recicved a half decent mark for it, but it hurts to think that 1 
paid $100 for something I didn't keep, and that I am at a loss when 
people are talking about a subject In which I should be proficient. 
More important, because there wore more like myself, we lost several 
very good profs, simply because we refused to take ourselves or 
the subject seriously. 




Vou will find many seniors singing a song of poor professors, in- 
adequate library facilities etc. In explanation of thlrdrate marks or 
failures, and ^cr the first set of exams many of you will Join the 
chorus. If you do get a Mousy prof go by the texts , , . do the work on 
your own* If the subject is not one that you need, switch courses: the 
small financial cost is more than worth eight month of frustrating 
labour. It the book you need Is not In the library, order It yourself. 
Five or six dollars may make the difference between passing or 
Eoiling the course. 

The most important subject everyone will be taking this year is 
People. It's not listed in the calendar, but without it your education 
will bo sadly lacking* The l>est opportunity you will have to meet and 
know people is right now . , Frosh week. Come lo the events, and 
parti cpta to in as many of them ^ possible. You won*t get to know 
everyone, but ypti will make a good start Bight months Is really a 
very short time, but it Is long enough to realize that people who don't 
need people are the loneliest people in the world* Vou have never 
been to a formal txill, Now is the time to start. Vou have never t>ccn 
to live theatre? Fall season is coming up . , , at least give yourself 
the benefit of going to one play, and deciding the whether you like It 
or not. You hate classical music? Go to one of the concerts. Unless 
you have attended one you can't know wether you- like It or noL So 
ballot is not for you. How do you know? Ever been to one? You have 
never organized an ovcnt? Offer your services to the 5<G*A, and see 
whether or not you can. Or do you find It much easier to sit back and 
9^y "If I was organldng it things would have been different"?

WHAT IS C.N.I.B. 

As you have seen from all the campus advertising, Laurentlan students aro going to campaign In a 
Super Swoop on Sudbury — a blits for the Canadian National Institute for th Blind. Hero b a little 
background Information on the CNIB of special Interest to students* 

The CNIB was formed in lOlQ by several blind veterans of World War One and some interested 
sighted citizens of hifluence of that day* Most Instrumentat was Colonel B.A. Baker, a graduate of 
Queen's University, Kingston. He was the first Canadian officer to lose his sight In action in the First 
War. Baker and his friends drew up a forward-looking charter for the CN3B. The alms for th organiza- 
tion have not changed — 'To amcUonate the condition of the blind and to prevent bllndneia." Of re- 
markable foresight Is the charter's provision for informing the public about the abilities of the blind 
and the work being dene. This was Just less than thirty years before public relations came of «ge In our 
society. 

The CNIB carries on its service program from fifty centers across the country, fourteen of them in 
Ontario. There are CNIB departments to cover all aroas of the life of tho blind person, Bmployment 
procurement, recreation, rchabitaUon, Catering Department cafeterias & stands, and residence car« 
are all important, ^nd so are tho other departments on ihU growing list. 

But of greatest Interest to you as students. Is the story of tho nlnely-eight blind persons atten- 
ding university. Vocational Guidance personnel for CNIB help aspiring students chose courses In the 
light of personality, ability, «nd employment possibility. Tho CNIB Library Department helps the 
bUnd student study. Ho Is given a Upo recorder and tho CNIB records any book needed for a course 
or outside reading, After Usteninic to a passage out of a book, the student takes notes in BralUo and is 
saved tho difficult task of reviewing a Upe at emm time. 

Sometime blind students go in for subjects that scorn impossible for them. One totally blind fellow 
took Agriculture and drove a tractor up and down the fields — stralgt too. Besides studying everything 
from Anthropology to Zoo., Canadian blind students are Intercsed In being part of tho university 
scene. In 18C4 — 65, eight of the twelve blind students at U^.C. were on the execuUvo of campus 
clubs, including three presidents, 

Another area of CNIB work of Interest to you has to do with your bUtz, and is the CNIB Field Sor^ 
vices Department. This is the part of the organlzaUon which sends out men to clUes «nd towns around 
the province to serve tho blind person direcUy, Vou will be helping the CNIB Field Secretary in Sud- 
bury keep his operation going. Ho ts the Superintendent of a building on York Street which Indudes 
a residence, rccrcaUonal area, workshop, gift shop where BUndcraft Products ate sold, and an office 
CO serve the paperwork needs of CNIB In this district The field man Is aided by an Advisory Board 
made up of interested clUiens. They alocato the funds and are the loeal CNIB government for the 
Sudbury district. 

So that is part of the CNIB story. . That Is whore tho money you are collecting on September 21st 
ta going. CNIB in Sudbury is proud io have you «a partner hi the work for the -.one hundred and thirty 
bUnd persons in this area, On their behalf, CNIB says, "Thank You."
